In a threatening letter sent by him to 
Co nrad Harris, a retired wine merchant,

he demands $ 500 within tw o

T h e inventor, Sir W illiam Arrol, w as 
led to ap ply his m ind to this m a tter in 
consequence of the n um erous fatalities 
which have lately occurred a m o n g that 
class of ra ilw a y serv an ts in England. 
T he in stru m en t consists of a ste el spring 
connected w ith a portable electric bat 
tery and liell by a coil of wire tw o or 
three hundred yard s long.

spring has been bolted into p< »sinon on 
the inner sid e o f the rail and alm ost flush 
with the top of the rail tin* battery is 
carried to tbe neighborhood of where 
the w orkm en are en gaged, the oonuee
